STORM COMING NORTHWARD. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—The weath- 


er bureau today reported that the trop- 
ical disturbance has reached the Mississ- 
ippi and 
southern 
Louisiana 
coasts 


where it is central this morning as a 
storm of great severity. Reports from 
Mobile and Pcnsacola arc missing by rea- 
son of the general prostration of tele- 
graph wires in the storm swept terri- 
tory. High winds and rain prevail over 
Alabama, Misisssippi and southern Louis- 
iana, a maximum velocity of 48' miles an 
hour from the northwest hem;; reported 
htis morning from New Orleans. The 
tropical disturbance will probably move 
northward during the n»xt twenty-four 
hourB and cause, general rains east of the 
Mississippi and south of the.Ohio at- 
tended by high winds in the lower Miss- 
issippi viilley, the east gulf states und 
probably Tennessee. 


Storm warnings aro displayed On the 


Atlantic coast from Norfolk to Jackton- 


villc and on the gulf coast from New Or 
leans to the northern portion 
of the 


\veitcrn Florida coast. 


LITTLE DAMAGE REPORTED. 


LOTilSVILLIS, Sept. 27.—Communica- 


tion was had with New Orleans for a 
few minutes at 10:45 a. rn. The tele 
graph operator there reported that tho 
wind was blowing about 48 miles an 
hour, but that the center of the storm 
was cast of New Orleans and thnt the 
city of New Orleans had not suffered 
any serious damage, nor had there been 
any loss of life as far as reported. 


It is considered probable in New Or- 


leans thnt the storm probably *iit the 
Mississippi coast and Mobile hard, hut 
there was nothing to confirm this. The1 


wire failed at this juncture. 


Water is reported four feet deep in 


the streets of Moss Point, Miss., the 
hi"h wind blowing the water in from the 
gulf. 


The Evening Post received the follow- 


ing at 10:3C a. m., from its New York 
correspondent: 


"While there arc reports of 
flooded 


streets in New Orleans it is not thought 
that any serious damage has been caus- 
ed there by the gulf storm. At the of- 
fices of the Illinois Central today it was 
said that although reports were current 
of breaking levees and high winds, no 
serious damage has been done in New 
Orleans. This information came to tho

\VhetluT Hering know Jones had re- 
signed does not appear. At any rate. 
Assistant Bank Examiner Heath inspect- 
ed the bank from this time until 1(104. 
In the meantime Jones had returned to 
the state's service in the fall of 1903, 
but he (lid not inspect the bank again 
until Nov. li), 1005. the last examination 
it received before the breaking of the 
scandal.

Then he was arrested and kept ir. ;h« 
Racine jail for a long time, but when 
released he went back to the Grove and 
WKS the butt and ridicule of all, but ho 
took it good naturedly and never com- 
plained. 


FOUND RELATIVES. 


One day Harry Meredith got to ques- 


tioning Bogart and discovered that his 
memory had partly returned to him, 
after his mind had been a blank four- 
teen years. He told Harry whore he 
lived before he lost his memory, in a 
Michigan town, where he had a father 
and mother nnd brother.

BEST DIRT ROADS THE CHEAPEST 


One In Wnupnon Ooantr » Model for Any 


One to^oIIOTT. 
.-t, 


It is almost too good to be true,.but 


it. is a fact nevertheless, that the beet 
dirt road in tie-state is'one of the 
cheapest. In Waupaca county about six' 
and o half miles south of. the county 
seat an enterprising foa'iij.overseer, Mr. 
Chas. W. Gibson by name, got tired of a 
three-quarter mile stretch of bad clay 
road in liia district and fixed it up at a 
cost of §24 so that it ia the best dirt 
road H! the state. 


Before it was made over this road 


•wan Jike most other dirt roads—lower 
than the ground alongside of it so that 
the water couldn't get out of it in any 
way but by evaporating. The ground 
was low BO the evaporating was a slow 
process, and teams had plenty of chance 
to work the road into an impassable bed 
of puddled clay—of about the right COIK 
sistency to run through a 'brick ma- 
chine to make brick, but pretty poor 
stuff to travel thro-jgh. When-'the vat' 
er finally dried up the lumps baked to a 
brick-like hardness which made the road 
extremely uneven and hard to travel 
over until they were beaten doNvn by 
the travel to form a two-inch layer of 
fine dust. 


But all this'is changed. Now the road 


is never muddy in rniny weather and 
tliere is almost no dust in dry wnathcr, 
and better still the road is in condition 
BO that it can be kept in this desirable 
dustless nnd mudlcss state for an imnual 
cost of only three to five dollars per, 
mile. 


All this sounds like a difficult thing 


to do, but it was simple as could be. 
Mr. Gibson cut out the brush along his 
road, plowed the sides, turned the dirt 
in toward the center with a road grad- 
er and made a pood rounded grade of 
such a shape that the water 
readily 


found its way to the ditches. So far 
he did just like any other road over- 
seer does with his road machine. But 
Mr. Gibson went farther. H>. took_forks 
nnd threw the soda outside the ditchos 
nnd harrowed the soft newly-mnde grade 
to settle it nnd make it even. Then af- 
ter the first rain he went-over it with

As Onr Men are Great Meat Eaters 


Change Would be Disastrous-

This road drag was made for the town 


by the local blacksmith for about $5. It 
consisted of nn eight-inch log split in 
two pieces. These pieces wore' set up 
with the flat faces forward and connect- 
ed with wooden braces to hold th 
about 30 inehes apart. For about hnl: 
its length the front log was shod nlong 
the lower side of the face with stool 
and provided -with a chain to draw the 
apparatus by.

This puddled clay was packed

hnrder for wheels to cut ..any ruts in it, 
thus it camc^bqut also that the rood 
was not cut up into big, clods 
which 


could, dry nnd be pounded into dust, and 
so th'e road, is nearly dustless in .dry. 
weather. 


This simple, operation cnn be. perform: 


cd after every rnin on any clay .rond 
that is slightly rounded up, at a cost of 
only $3 to ?'> a mile per year—it is done 
for this cost on mile after mile of Iowa 
ronds. 
The principle of the operation ' 


is that it is road maintenance., not re- 
construction after the rond has been nl- 
lowed to go all to pieces. Tt is 
tho 


same principle thnt the railroads use in 
keeping their road beds in shape—tho 
same overworked rule we have all been 
told times without number, and hnve al- 
ways believed in most heartily no a good 
motto for the other fellow—that a stitch 
in time saves nine. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—Subsistence 


suplies of a kind similar to those used 
by the army in the Philippines .and in 
Porto Rico will be used by the army in 
Cuba, in the event of intervention by 
the United States. The troops will be 
given, in rations, what they have been 
accustomed to and not 
what 
anyone 


might suggest they ought to have for 
service in tropical countries. 


Some military observers marvelled at 


the wonderful amount of work accom- 
plished by the Japanese soldiers on a 
diet of Hce and dried flsh. It is suggest- 
ed .that American soldiers, when perform- 
ing service in tropical countries ought to 
be given a large amount of rice in their 
rations. This question was considered 
by the army authorities and decided ad- 
versely to the rice diet. Americans, it 
was shown, are great meat eaters. Per 
capita, they eat more meat than any 
other people on'-thc globe. 


MUST'HAVE MEAT. 


Accustomed as they are to a meat diet 


the American .soldiers would revolt at a 
rice diet, because rice contains only a 
small percentage of' proteids. In -order 
to obtain their accustomed amount of 
proteids, the.soldiers would have .to de- 
velop a "rice stomach" which it is feared 
by the army officials would destroy their 
stomach for fighting. 


A strong, sustaining American ration 


will be given the soldiers if they go to 
Cuba—just as good a ration as now is 
served to them at their stations in this 
country. No chances will be taken ere- 
ating discontent among the troops by 
denying to them proper things to eat to 
which they have been accustomed. 


NOW LOOK FOR PEACE.
